Cardinal Gibbons Takes Part in the 
Exercises at the Church, 


The Faneral Procession of Strictly 
Military Character. 


Brief Religious Services in Arlington Cemetery— 
Interred with Military Honors—Descrip- 
tion of the Site of the Great 
Captain's Grave. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| ‘The last rites for the dead 
today were performed according to the ordi- 
nances of the Roman Catholic Church for 
Philip Henry Sheridan, General of the 
army of the United States, and his body 
was laid to rest in the beautiful Arlington 
Cemetery, the city of the soldier dead. The 
event was marked by a general suspension 
of public business. The ceremonies through- 
out were in keeping with the character of 
the man, and there was strict adherence to 
almost military simplicity in all the ar- 
rangements. A heavy-wheeled artillery 
caisson for his hearse, a procession of a 
single thousand erect, sturdy soldiers who 
had seen service, best befitted the closing 
scenes in the life of so creat a soldier. 

AT THE CHURCH. 

The services were held in the St. Mat- 
thews’ Church, where the remains lay in 
state since Thursday afternoon. At 9 
o’clock the doors were opened, and ticket- 
holders admitted and conducted to seats by 
aids in full uniform. Soldiers and police 
maintained order outside of the church. 
Some time before the ceremony commenced, 
carriages bearing members of the Diploma- 
tic Corps, Senators and Representatives and 
the pall-bearers, headed by Gen. Sherman 


im—futl uniform, arrived. Soon after the 


joint committee of Congress was conducted 
to their seats. They wore white sashes, 
and were headed by Senators Gray and 
Hampton, and among them werethe ex-

five minutes after the Presidential perty 
had been seated, Mrs. Sheridan arrived, 
and was escorted toa seat at the left and 
near the casket, deeply veiled. 

At 10 o’clock 22 acolytes entered from 
the sacristy, and, filing right and left, took 
seats beside the black-pallea catafalque. 
They were followed by eight Dominicans, 
wearing heavy black and white habits, and 
10 surpliced priests chanting the “ Mis- 
erere.”’ Atthe conclusion of this service 
the deacon, sub-deacon and celebrant of 
the mass entered the sanctuary. They 
were followed by Rt. Rev. John P. Foiey, 
bishop-elect of Detroit, and two ‘priests. 
Cardinal Gibbons was last to enter. He 
wore a epy cap, with a long gold chain 
supporting across upon his breast, and a 
red zuccheta u — his head, Kneeling at 
the altar, he offered prayer, and, taking his 
seat on the th throne, the celebration of sol- 
emn requiem mass began. In accordance 
with the request of Mrs. Sheridan, 
Schmidt’s mass, one of the simplest in mus- 
ical composition, was sung by the church 
choir, with organ accompaniment, At the 
offertory the “O Christe, Salvator Mundi” 
wee mo CRG The ceremony occupied 40 min- 


"he it was concluded Cardinal Gibbons 
ascended the puipitand delivezed an elo- 
quent funeral sermon. 

At 11 o’clock the Cardina) descended 
from the-puipit, and taking his place in 
front of the thron3, a black and gold 
mantle was placed upon his shoulders and 
a bishop’s mitre upon his head by the at- 
tendant priests. A number of priests with 
lighted tapers took their places at the other 
side of the casket. Meanwhile the Domini- 
cans and male voices of the choir sang the 
“Libera 

‘.he Cardinal, who had taken his seat at 
the head of the "casket, removed the mitre, 
and, sprinkling the casket with holy water 
and swinging a censer, pronounced absolu- 
tion. At the conclusion of uhis ceremony 
the “Benedictus” was chanted, and the 
solemn and impressive service ended. 

TO THE CEMETERY. 

While services were in progress, the 
caisson was placed in position to receive 
the casket, and the General’s horse was led 
toa place immediately behind. The Gen- 
eral’s military boots were in the stirrups, 
with the toes pointing backward. The 
akimal was led by atall sergeant in full 
uniform. In accordanee with the wishes of 
Mrs. Sheridar, the funeral was a strictly 
military affair, and the escort was formed 
prescribed by army regulations 
for an officer of the rank of deceased. 

The order of march was a battalion of 
cavalry, two batteries of light artillery, the 
Marine Band, Third Artillery band, battal- 
ion of foot artillery, clergy in carriages, 
pall bearers in carriage, body bearers, ar- 
tillery sergeants, caisson having the re- 
mains, the General’s horse, Mrs. Sheridan 
and family, military staff, President and 
Mrs. Cleveland, Cabinet. ‘judiciary, Con- 
gressional committees and Diplomatic Corps 
representatives of the Loyal Legion an 
G.A.R., citizens. The escort assembled 
while the funeral services were in progress. 
Just before the close of the services, Gen. 
Schofield and aides arranged themselves in 
the front of the troops. 

Eight artillery sergeants marched down 
the aisle and lifting the casket upon their 
shoulders bore it from the church, the au- 
dience standing. Immediately followed 
an artillery officer, carrying the General’s 
headquarters . Mrs. Sheridan and 
other members of the family and friends 
followed the casket down the aisie, and 
then came the Presidential party and other 
distinguished persons. 

As the body was borne from the church 
the bell tolled and the band played, *‘Nearer, 
My God, to Thee.” The soldiers stood at 
present arms, and nearly all citizens re- 
moved their hats. When all had been ar- 
ranged the column moved slowly in the 
direction of the cemetery. 

The funeral route was by H street to 
avenue and tothe Arlington 
road by way of the Aqueduct bridge. 
Crowds lined the entire route. The great- 
est respect was paidto the occasion, and 
the spectators generally uncovered their 
heads as the bier passed. 


AT THE GRAVE. 


The Last Rites Pertormed—A Fitting 
repulichre. 

WASHINGTON, Aug, 11.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| At the grave, when the forma- 
tion of truops was completed, eight stalwart 
sergeants of artillery lifted$he casket from 
the caisson, and bore it with slow and care- 
ful stepsdown to the mouth of the open 
grave, placing it there upon rods, ready to 
be lowered to its resting place when.the 
ground should be consecrated by the priests, 
After a moment of reverent silence, the 
clear voice of the bishop-elect was heard 
uttering the words of blessing, “Deus cujus 
Misericordia,” ete. 

“O God, by whose mercy the souls of the 
faithful find rest, deign to biess this grave, 
and send Thine holy angel to guard it, and 
loose from all the bondsof those whosé 


bodies are here interred, that they may ever 
rejoice in Thee with Thy saints, through 
Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen,” 

With a sprig of fir plucked from § 


neighboring branch, holy water was 
sprinkled over the grave and the 
casket was lowered by the sergeants 
The regular burial service, begine 


ning with the canticle of Zachary, or the 
““Benedictus” and ending with the chanting 
of “De Profundis” by thechoir of Dominican 
priests brought the religious features of the 
obsequies to an end.

Sec. 67, No officer of the city shall be 
compensated by fees or commissions, but 
only by afixed salary, payable monthly, and 
sack salary shall not be increased or dimin- 
ished during his term of office nor after his 
election or appointment and before the com- 
mencement of the term. 

Sec. 60. No city officer shall retain any 
fee, recompense or compensation received 
by him for the discharge of any duty of his 
office from any person other than the city; 
but shall immediately pay over to the 
Treasurer of the city all such sums of 
money so received.

CLOSING RACKS AT THE PARK 
YESTERDAY. 


A Hot Day and a Big Audience— 
Some Good Racing—A Detailed 
Account of the Last Day’s Sport— 
A Successful Week. 


The crowd at the fair grounds yesterday 
was not so large as it has been, but there 
were fully 2500 people present when the 
second race was called. In the pavilion at 
2 o’clock everything showed signs of the 
coming break up, while at 6 o’clock it was 
almost empty, and on the grounds the 
horses entered for exhibition were being 
prepared for.their homeward journey. 
Many of them went in the morning, more 
followed daring the day, and the rest will 
leave today and tomorrow, and then the 
finest week’s sport in Southern California 
will be ended. Every one 1s agreed that 
the racing has been excellent, magnificent, 
and that it will do more to bring Southern 
California into prominence, as a racing 
country, than anything else. Moreover, the 
grounds have been freer from 
this year than ever before, and until 
yesterday morning there was not a game of 
any kind to be seer, of course, excepting 
the pooling, which is necessary to the suc- 
cess of a racing season, 

A walk in front of the stables yesterday 
morning, howeyer, revealed the fact that 
some scoundrels were working what is 
known as the “shell game,” open and free 
to all.

A Field Day in the Polyglot Temper- 
ance Convention—Stirring Up the 
Animals—“The Kiephant Walks 
Areund, and the Band Begins to 
Play.” 


Lone Beacu, Aug. 10.—[Special 
Correspondence of THE Times.| Fri- 
day morning at 9 e’clock found every 
Republican, every Democrat, every 
Prohibitionist, every W.C.T.U.ist and 
every anti-saloonist on these grounds 
in the Tabernacle, eager for the fray. 
The forenoomu was taken up by short 
addresses from various representatives. 
A stirring appeal from Miss 8S. U. Bur- 
nett, who is a second Frances E. Will- 
ard in point of eloquent, effective 
speech, held the attention of the audi- 
ence while in her sweet, womanly way, 
and in the spirit of the Master, she 
pend the cause of the W.C.T.U. Dr. 

-P. Widney is a most convincing 
speaker, in that he always preserves 
calmness and dignity of manner. He 
never indulges in personalities or says 
bitter, harsh things, and pleads earn- 
estly for harmony. Said he: ‘The 
liquor men hope we will split and di- 
vide and quarrel. They dreai above 
all things to have the different shades 
of temperance brought together.” 

RESOLUTIONS. 

He then proceeded to read thé follow- 
ing resolutions, which were unani- 
‘mously adopted by the convention : 

‘““WHEREAS, we, a general conven- 
tion of the people of Southern Califor- 
nia, gathered irrespective of party, 
recognize in the sale and use of intoxi- 
cating liquors an evil which, more than 
any other,is leading to an utter de- 
moralization of our people; is deselat- 
ing our homes, and is threatening the 
— existence of our free government, 
and of our whole social fabric; and, 

“WHEREAS, because of the wide- 
spread and deep hold which this evil 
has taken among our people, we feel 
the importance of rallying to the battle 
against it every possible element of 
strength upon the side of the homeand 
of good government; therefore, be it 

**Resolved, that while recognizing the 
good work done by the temperance 
pores and o izations nowin the 

eld,and bidding them God speed in 
their work, we urge from this a gen- 
eral convention called irrespective of 
party; that immediate steps be taken 

y the people of Southern California to 
organize in each town a citizens’ move- 
ment in local municipal affairs, to put 
into the field at each municipal election 
a ticket of good and true men, pledged 
to use every lawful means for the abso- 
lute suppression of the liquor-selling 
establishment, and of its progeny, the 
house of gambling, the opium den and 
the brothel; and to this end we urge 
upon all good and true American citi- 
zens to abandon party lines in these 
local contests, as party politics shouid 
have no place in elections which are 
strictly local and municipal in char- 
acter, and where the only possible 
quesilons at issue are simply those of 
local good government and the security 
of our homes; and, be it further 

“Resolved, tbat every political or- 
ganization, and every religious, moral 
or social organization, be urged to take 
such immediate steps as may seem to 
it to be wisest, to prevent at the com- 
ing session of the Legislature any 


of local option, as exemplified in the 
‘recent Pasadena liquor trials, and as 
sed upon by the Supreme Court of 
he State may be abolished, abridged 
or impaired, and that the Legislature 
be petitioned to extend the same right 
to the county by the establishment of 
township government in this State. 
**Resoived, that in compliance with a 
request received by this convention 
from the W.C.T.U. of Southern Cali- 
fornia, acommittee of five be appointed 
te confer with them upon the proper 
steps to be taken in the matter of laws 
for the suppression of gambling; and in 
a request to Congress that where State 
or local laws exist against the sale of 
liquors the authority of the General 
Government shall not be used to legal- 
ize the sale of intoxicating liquors 
upon grounds under the immediate 
jurisdiction of the General Govern- 
ment, but which may be located within 
the natural boundary lines of said 
State or locality. 
“The said committee to have power 
to act for this convention.’

ber of sheep, between 1860 and 1870, 
was 27 per cent. and between 1870 ard 
1880 was 44 per cent. These are strik- 
ing figures, but the increase in pounds 
of wool was much faster than in num- 
bers of sheep, rising from 2} pounds 
in 1850 to six and a fraction pounds in 
1883. In that year the duty on wool 
and woolens was reduced 20 per cent,, 
the effect of which has been to reduce 
the number of sheep about 6,000,000 
from 1883 to 1887. While our product 
of wool has decreased about17 percent. 
in these four years, the imports of wool 
have increased 100 per cent., and in the 
same time our imports of woolen 
goods have increased from §$10,- 
295,631 in 1888 to $44,902,718 
in 1887. Good authorities believe 
that, were our imported woolens prop- | 
erly valued, they would amout at pres- 
ent to $80,000,000. <As it is, the foreign 
product of our consumption of woolen 
goods has increased from 11.7 per cent. 
in 1880 to over 30 per cent. in 1887. 
There is no doubt that under the tariff 
of 1867, we should within a few years 
have raised all the sheep and produced 
all the wool of every description we 
need. What, then, would be the ob- 
ject of placing wool on the free list? 
lt would undoubtedly effect the ulti- 
mate destruction of this industry. 
What would be the compensating 
benefit? It is all very well to say that 
these 2,000,000 men would go into some

Possibly they 
might be able for a time to buya 
twenty-dollar coat for fifteen dollars, 
but where are the fifteen doilars to 
come from?

That is about all 
he will get, and it will take him all his 
time to keep the South solid.

Some Interesting Figures. 


A reader of THe Tres calls our at- 
tention to an article in the New York 
Sun of November 10, 1878, in which it 
is claimed that as go the elections in 
the middle of a Presidential term, and 
especially the elections for the House 
of Representatives, so will go the next 
election of a President. The history 
of the country for the last half century 
is said te prove that this rule rests on 
foundations of actual fact. The elec- 
toral vote cast that fall, excluding 
California, which had not yet voted, 
showed 207 Republican and 156 Demo- 
cratic—a majority of 51 for the Repub- 
icans, exclusive of California. 

Let us apply this rule to the last 
election, in 1886. The Republicans 
then won Indiana, Michigan, Ohio and 
Virginia from the Democrats, and also 
gained Illinois and New York from the 
States that were tied. The Democrats 
won Minnesota from the Republicans, 
andalso gained Connecticut from and 
placed “New Hampshire in the tied 
States. That is, the Republicans held 
all but two of their States and gained 
six States, while the Democrats gained 
but two States. The Washington Na- 
tional Republican footed up ths vote 
for Congressmen in ali the States at 
the last election, and found thatthe 
Republican Congressional vote was 
larger than that of the Democrats in 
States representing 247 electoral votes 
out of a total of 401—a majority of 93 [ 
for the Republicans. 

This is a very encouraging showing, 
and adds one more to the signs which 
point to an overwhelming Republican 
success this fall.

“John Rutherford,” a United 
States Senator, marries “Helen Truman,”’ a 
young lady of rare personal charms, firmly 
believing that her heart is free, and that 
she has never loved anyone else. “Helen,” 
however, weds the Senator because she be- 
lieves “‘Robert Grey,” who has won her 
heart, to have betrayed her friend, “Lucile 
Ferranp,” under promise of marriage. 
“Robert” had, indeed, been engaged to 
“Lucile,” and the latter, led on by jealousy 
and revenge, makes “Helen” believe that 
her idol is a compound of very deceiving 
human ciay. The husband does not dis- 
cover that his wife had loved “Robert” 
until six months after theif marriage. He 
does not smash the mirror, b¥eak up the 
bric-a-brac, or resort to any other athletic 
feats to vent his temper and conform to the 
stereotyped histrionic methcds of similar 
situations. The dramatists have not aimed 
at depicting a vulgar savage, but a culti- 
vated specimen of a nineveenth-century 
American gentleman. His sugering is 
just as keen as if he were to rant and rave 
and read the riot act to the woman who had 
deceived him. But he controls his pas- 
sions, believing the vows he wade at the 
altar to bind him for life. He allows the 
voice ef duty, instead of blind fury, to dic- 
tate his actions. After his wife has con- 
fessed her fermer love affair, she falls on 
her knees and sobs asif her heart would 
break. The sole outburst of overwhelmirg 
grief is the Senator’s exclamation, “My 
child, and another man’s image in her 
heart.” Then gaining the mastery over his 
own sorrow, he lifts his wife from the floor, 
kisses her tenderly, and in-answer to her 
question whether she had better not go back 
to her parents, tells ner she must look to 
him ajJone for sympathy and consideraticn.

How Salisbury’s Late Speech 
~ Is Received. 


Austria Resolved to Stand by Prince 
Ferdinand. 


Parnell to Sue the London “Times” in

BERLIN, Aug. 11,—;Copyright, 1888, by 
the New York Associated Press.} The 
. most discussed event of the week was Lord 
Salisbury’s speech at the Lord Mayor’s ban- 
quet in London. The confident tone of the 
speech was welcomed as confirming the 
National Zettung’s statement that Prince 
Bismarck believed that the meeting be- 
tween Emperor William and the Czar 
would result in a long period of peace, and 
the only portion of Salisbury’s speech that 
is thought to be open to criticism is his 
reference to Bulgaria. 

Advices received from St. Petersburg to- 
day in no way tend to confirm the Prime 
Minister’s optimistic remarks. On the other 
hand it is stated on reliable authority that 
Russia adheres to her original programme 
of ousting Prince Ferdinand, excluding 
Prince Alexander and sending a Russian 
commissioner to restore diplomatic rela- 
tions without interfering with international 
affairs as a prelimin to allowing the 
Bulgarians to elect any’ prince they think 
fit, provided he be legatly elected anda 
member of the orthodox church. As for 
the rest, the St. Petersburg official circles 
and press are unusually gratified at Lord 
Salibury’s fairness in recognizing the dis- 
interested character of Russia’s policy. 

Satisbury’s speech met with greater crit- 
icism in Vienna than elsewhere, is a 
—— improved feeling toward Russia 

ing unpalatable to the Austrians. The 
Cabinet at Vienna has no inteation of 
abandoning Prince Ferdinand, and contin- 
ues to favor a settlement to be agreed upon 
by all the powers.

THE VISIT TO ITALY. 

Herr von Solozer, German representative 
at the Vatican, who brought a letter from 
Cardinal Rampalla, Papal Secretary of 
State, has had several long interviews with 
Prince Bismarck during the week.

CROP REPORTS. 


The Agricultural Outlook Gen- 
erally Very Favorable. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—[By the Asso- 
cfted Press.| The Department of Agricul- 
ture reports a small advance in the condi- 
tion of corn from 98 last month to 95.5. 
Rains have been generally seasonabie, 
though in excess in some distrists, and de- 
ficient in others. In the Southwest, where 
drouths sometimes occur at this season, 
there has been an improvement, and a large 
crop is already assured. In the corn States 
a hich condition prevails, with the same 
advance over the figures of last month. The 
percentages of the States of the central 
valleys are: Kentucky 98, Ohio 98, Indiana 
99, Lilinois 96, lowa 98, Missouri 94, Kansas 
91 and Nebraska 96. There will be as 
heavy a crop in this region as there usually 
is, and is naturally expected in a seasonable 
year, following one of extreme drouth. A 
high condition of maize also prevails in the 
‘Northern border States and Territories, 
Dakota standing the lowest, at 54. 

Spring wheat has failen from its high 
position of amonth ago, The chinch bug 
stands at the head of the disasters reported, 
involving more or less of Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, lowa and Nebraska, and in places 
doing serious damage. High temperatures, 
excessive rains, rust and the army worm 
are locally reported, evidently without 
seriously reducing th neral condition, 
Dakota stands highest, with an average of 
91,aloss of seven points. The reported 
yield runs an extreme range, from a few 
bushels to 40 per cent. The crop of Wash- 
ington and other Territories and of New 


This exhibit doas not include modifying 
changes in the first part of August. 

The harvest was aboutto commence in 
some districts, and in others grain would 
not be ready till the 20th and 25th insts. ° 

Phere are no estimates of winter wheat 
after threshing as yet, but the remarks of 
reporters make the yield better than the 
Carly promise in all States that produce 
much of the crop. Cases of heavy yields 
are reported. Changes that have occurred 
in the general averages of other crops dur- 
ing the month are: Oats from 95.2 to 91.7; 
barley from 91 to 89; spring rye from 96.3 to 
91.4; Irish potatoes from 95 to 93.2. The 
buckwheat crop first reported in August is 
average in condition.

Terribie Fall of a Decorative Artist 
—The War on Liquor. 
PASADENA, Aug. 11.—[Correspond- 
ence of Tur Tives.] A man by the 
name of George Abery, employed as a 
fresco artist by C. B. Tidball, the deco- 
rator, to work upon the ceiling of the 
new opera-house here, this morning 
fellfrom the scaffolding on which the 
decorators work to the floor of the 
auditorium, a distance-of 41 feet. A 
board in the floor of the scaffolding 
proved defective, breaking with the 
man’s weight and thus permitting the 
unfortunate artist to fall through. He 
was at once taken up and carried 
across the street to a dwelling. and 
physicians summoned to his assistance. 
On examination it was found that one 
arm was broken in three places, the 
collar-bone fractured, left hip injured, 
and a severe contusion existed on the 
front of the head. Atalate hour the 
injured man had not recovered cop- 
sciousness, and serious fears existed as 
to the immediate result of the terrible 
fall. Capt. N. F. Smith, the superin- 
tendent of the building, is doing all in 
his power in the matter, and trying to 
get word to the relatives of the artist, 
who, itis understood, has no friends
